Oregon Reclamation: By a record vote of 200 yeas to 
182 nays the House passed H.R. 575, to authorize the 
Secretary of the Interior to construct, operate, and main- 
tain the upper division of the Baker Federal reclamation 
project, Oregon.

Labor-HEW Appropriations: By a record vote of 348 
yeas to 35 nays the House adopted the conference report 
on H.R. 10904, making appropriations for the Depart- 
ments of Labor and Health, Education, and Welfare. 
Prior to its adoption a recommittal motion providing 
for House insistence on disagreement to Senate amend- 
ments Nos. 41 through 48 (increasing funds for the 
National Institutes of Health) was rejected by a record 
vote of 173 yeas to 214 nays.

Rehabilitation Act of April 30, 1946, and to authorize 
the appropriation of $73 million for that purpose.
